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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Wengrovitz in view of 
Sengodan fails to teach M a packet block manager configured to divide said encoded voice packet into a plurality of said voice blocks and 
provide said plurality of said voice blocks to said encryption unit, said packet block manager further configured to create a remainder voice 
block including remainder bytes of said encoded voice packet and additional bytes from said encrypted voice block and provide said 
remainder voice block to said encryption unit ," as applied to claims 1 , 6 and 1 1 . Examiner Respectfully disagrees. Wengrovitz in view of 
Sengodan teaches a packet block manager configured to divide said encoded voice packet into a plurality of said voice blocks and 
provide said plurality of said voice blocks to said encryption unit, said packet block manager further configured to create a remainder voice 
block including remainder bytes of said encoded voice packet and additional bytes from said encrypted voice block and provide said 
remainder voice block to said encryption unit (Sengodan, Col. 4 Lines 30 - 44). The arguments by the applicant have not been ignored. 
As the claim reads, the packet block manager deals with creating a remainder after data has been turned into blocks. Sengodan's 
padding bytes represent the additional bytes. Padding bytes are needed to fill the gaps that the additional bytes do as well. . 
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
